INDICT OIL TRUST 
ON 6,428 COUNTS, 


Two Federal Grand Juries 
Find Standard Guilty of Re- 
ceiving Rebates; Fines 
May Be $128,560,000. 


MOODY TO PRESS CASES. 


Attorney General Will Attend a 
Conference of Lawyers Be- 
fore the Case Comes 
to Trial. 


Ten indictments containing 6,428 counts 
were returned against the Standard Oil com- 
pany on the true bills voted by the two fed- 
eral grand juries which made their reports 
yesterday afternoon to Judge Bethea of the 
United States Circuit court. The indictments 
cover five different classes of offenses and 
the total amount of rebates which it is 
claimed seven railroads implicated paid the 
trust in the last three years is $487,600. No 
indictments were returned against the rail- 
roads or the officials of the oil trust. 

This marks, virtually, the beginning of the 
government’s campaign against the trust. 
Under the Elkins law, upon which the indict- 
ments are based, the fine upoh conviction 
may be anything from $1,000 to $20,000 on 
each count. At the lowest figure the fine 
would be $6,428,000 and if the highest fines 
were assessed the amount would be $128,50v, - 
000. This huge amount, taken with the 
highest possible fine based on the 126 counts 
of the seven indictments recently found 
against the oi] trust by a federal grand jury 
at Jamestown, N. Y., makes a total of $1581,- 
080,000. 


Figures Show Offenses Charged.

Juries Report to Bethea. 

The reports of the two juries were sand- 
wiched in between half a dozen motions and 
other routine matters which were up for 
hearing. The first jury, which had jurisdic- 
tion over offenses within the limits cf the 
Northern district of Illinois as it was before 
March 8, 1905, reported through Foreman 
Bmil Arnold. 

'“ Te there any other bueiness before you 
how, gentlemen?” inquired Judge Bethea, 
and wpon being informed that was all said: 

“The court desires to thank you for your 
services, especially during this hot weather. 
You are discharged.”’ 

A few minutes later the second jury filed 
in. This jury considered offenses committed 
since March 8, 1905, and was drawn from the 
new Northern district of Illinois. The same 
procedure was followed as with the first jury. 
Foreman Thompson presented the five indict- 
ments and after Judge Bethea had thanked 
the jury, it, too, was discharged. 

“Anything else; Mr. District Attorney?” 
asked Judge Bethea. 

“Not at present, your honor.” 


Tarif? Dead Letter to Trust. 

Bach of the 6,428 counts is based on the 
shipment of a tank car. In the case of the 
St. Louis and East St. Louis indictments it 
is charged that the Burlington and Alton 
railroads each had a published tariff filed 
with the interstate commerce commission of 
19% cents per 100 pounds for the Burlington, 
and 18 cents per 100 for the Alton. It was 
shown, however, that the Standard’s oil and 
by-products were carried from Whiting, 
Ind., to Bast St. Louis for 7% and 6 cents 
respectively. 

On shipments to the south, “ beyond Grand 
Junction,’’ the Standard should have paid 
the different rates as published and filed at 
Washington. It was proved to the satisfac- 
ion of the grand juries, however, that the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, the Evansville 
and Terre Haute, the Illinois Central, and 
the Southern Railroads gave the trust a dis- 
count averaging 27% per cent of the published 
tariff. The same was true of the shipments to 
Evansville “ and beyond,’ save that the con- 
cession on short hauls was even more. 


Lake Shore Is Involved. 

The indictments in connection with the 
Lake Shore road, two in number, are based 
on the failure of the oil trust to pay storage 
charges of $22,000 for oil in the Bighteenth 
street warehouse of the company here. In- 
dependent shippers had to pay storage 
charges of 5 cents per ton a day for oil kept 
there. The jury decided this was a scheme 
to grant a rebate. 

None of the Standard Oil officials or their 
attorneys’ were in court when the indict- 
ments were returned, but the action was ex- 
pected. Attorney John 8. Miller, special 
counsel for the Standard, held a hurried 
conference with the company’s general at- 
torney, A. D. Eddy. Mr. Miller declared that 
as attorney for the defendant he was in no 
position*as yet to state what action would be 
taken. 


Action Pleases Mr. Morrison. 
District Attorney Morrison was gratified 
at the action of the grand juries, the culmina- 
tion of several months of labor on his part.

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WOMAN NEW SCHOOL POWER, 


Miss Haley of Teachers’ Union 
Given Voice in Management. 


AOTION IS BLOW TO COOLEY. 


Committee of Trustees Passes Resolu- 
tions After a ‘‘Lobby.’’ 


The public school system of Chicago yes- 
terday passed into the control of a three 
headed government, organized as follows: 

First “‘ triumvir '’—The board of education. 

Second *‘ triumvir '"—Margaret Haley, represent - 
ing the organized teachers. 

Third ** triumvir '’—Edwin G. Cooley, superin- 
tendent of schoola, 

By ite action the school management com- 
mittee opened the way for Miss Haley. wh 
ie business agent of the teachers’ union, to 
take a hand in the direction of all educationa! 
policies. It provided for the organization # 
the elementary school teachers into an “ ad- 
visory i” to. advise triumvir one. and. 
trfumvir three in all educational matters. The 
resolution calling for the establishment of 
the. advisory organization of teachers was 
presented to the cammittee by President 
Emil W. Ritter. 


Harding Champion of Union. 

Before a vote was taken on President Rit- 
ter’s resolution, Trustee John C. Harding, 
a representative of union labor on the school 
board, urged that the organizations of teach- 
ers now in existence be vested with the ad- 
visory power. 

“ Let us use the organizations now in exist- 
ence,” declared Trustee Harding. “ They are 
splendidly organized and thoroughly compe- 
tent to serve the board in an advisory capaci- 
ty. One of them—the Teachers’ council—is 
at present regarded as a semi-official body.”’ 

Although Trustee Harding’s suggestion 
was not inc@porated in the committee's 
action, it is not improbable that it will be car- 
ried out by the subcommittee intrusted with 
the organization of the “ advisory council” 
Dr. Cornelia De Bey, a stanch supporter of 
Margaret Haley and her followers and a 
recognized opponent of Supt. Cooley, lauded 
the plan suggested by Trustee Harding. 


Taken as Blow to Cooley. 


There now are in existence in Chicago 
three organizations of elementary school 
teachers. They are: 

The Chicago Teachers’ federation, affiliated with 
the Chicago Federation of Labor and controlled 
by Margaret Haley and six other teachers, known 
in school circles as the ** Big Seven.’’ 

The Chicago Teachers’ club, controlled by the 
federation. 

The Teachers’ council, all but sevén members of 
which are said to belong to the federation. 


The action of the committee was regarded 
in educational circles as the severest blow 
yet aimed at the administration of Supt. 
Cooley. Heretofore Mr. Cooley practically 
has been the sole educational adviser of the 
school board. While the superintendent con- 
stantly has sought the advice of the board 
of district superintendents, principals, and 
trustworthy teachers, he has done so on his 
own responsibility and all recommendations 
bave gone to the board from his office. Since 
he was elected head of the school system he 
has had the initiative in educationg! affairs. 


Miss Haley New Schoo] ‘“‘Power.” 


“They are trying to retain Supt. Cooley 
as the head of the school system,” declared 
an old member of the board, “ but make 
Margaret Haley the power behind the 
throne. The action of the committee has 
put the teachers’ union in the saddle. An 
organization of teachers is to have the bal- 
ance of power in the directing of the educa- 
tional policies of the school board, the teach- 
ers are controlled by the teachers’ union and 
the teachers’ union is controlled by Margaret 
Haley. Do a little figuring and you will 
scon see what this new committee has done 
tc Cooley.” 

During the entire meeting of the school 
management committee Margaret Haley, 
Catharine Goggin, and Loule L. Kilbourn, 
the teachers’ union leaders, occupied seats 
in ‘the room. Miss Haley constantly con- 
ferred with the different bcard members and 
cn one occasion directed a member to make 
a motion. 

When President Ritter came into the com- 
mittee room it was evident that every one 
knew of the resolution he was to introduce. 
The resolution simply provided for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five board 
members to organize an advisory organiza- 
tion of elementary teachers. It was adopted 
almost without debate. 


Pass By Demand for Details. 


That the plan was adopted without any 
demand being made for details was regarded 
by Cooleyites as significant. The details 
were left entirely to the committee, which 
will be appointed by Miss Jane Addams or 
her successor, as chairman of the school 
management committee. 

It is. belfeved that to a large extent the 


government campaign against the trusts. 


plan outlined by Dr. De Bey a year ago will 


\ 


be carried out. This plan contemplated the 
organization of all the school teachers into 
district councils The district councils, it 
was provided, should report all recommenda- 
tions for changes in the school system to a 
central council of teachers. 

This central council should have the power 
to recommend to the board. The boara by 
rule would be compelled to take notice of its 
recommendations. The councils of teachers 
also should have the power to elect the 
school principals. The board of district 
superintendents, under the De Bey plan, was 
to be abolished. 


Union Holds Up Cooley. 

The teachers’ federation influences also 
tucceeded in holding up Supt. Cooley’s re- 
port on the results of the July examinatiovs 
for new teachers. As a result the schools 
may lose 198 experienced teachers, and the 
opening of a number of new kindergarten 
centers and manual training rooms may be 
deleved for weeks.

Assistant Principal Frank W. Darling of 
the normal school was traneferred to the 
principalship of the Calhoun school, and Jane 
Perry Cook was named to succeed Principal 
Darling in the chair of geography at the 
normal school at a salary of $2,000.

TO CANCEL DEBTS 


Former Treasurer of Biblical 
Institute Conveys Resi- 
dence to Trustee. 


$85,000 SAID TO BE DUE. 


Poor Business Judgment Declared 
to Be One Cause of Dr. Shep- 
pard’s Losses. 


A 4etermined effort to clear away the 
tangle in the affairs of Dr. Robert D. Shep- 
pard without recourse to the courts or other 
outside aids was made yesterday by the circle 
of influential men who compose the councils 
of Northwestern university and its allied 
school of theology, the Garret Biblical insti- 
tute. 

With only such legal process as was neces- 
sary, ex-Judge Oliver H. Horton, a trustee of 
both institutions, has taker charge of the 
real estate turned over by the resigned treas- 
urer to meet the balance against him, and is 
conducting negotiations for marketing it. 

In the office of the county recorder there is 
on file a quitclaim deed for a nominal consid- 
eration signed by Dr. Sheppard and his wife 
to Mr. Horton of his residence at 225 Green- 
wood boulevard, Evanston. This is the only 
transfer made public, and doubt has been ex- 
pressed that, if this is the only security ad- 
vanced by Sheppard, it may be sufficient to 
Yauidate his indebtedness to the theological 
pchool. 

Security May Not Equal Debt. 

The residence, occupying a plat of ground 
800 feet square in one of the most desirable 
locations in the north shore suburb, has been 
son the market for. the last few months for 
$90,000 cash, in addition to a mortgage for 
$60,000, by which it is incumbered. 

That this may be barely sufficient to cover 
the former treasurer's deficit is indicated by 
the intimation from Frank P. Crandon, sec- 
retary of the institute board, that the sum 
required may be in the neighborhood of 

000. 


There was no action taken during the day 
by any of Sheppard's creditors to throw him 
into bankruptcy, although revelations indi- 


--s@ated that he is dangerously near the verge 


sof insolvency. On all hands, save by a few 
stanch friends who endeavored unsucess-

clal complications. He is said to have loaned 
Money frequently without security, and at 
mes even without notes, and as frequently 
76 have borrowed it in the same way. A life- 
time business acquaintance, who has loaned 
him money, said: 

“Dr. Sheppard’s easy, kindly way made 
% seem almost harsh to propose an applica- 
tion of erdinary business principles in deal- 
ing with him. Always smiling and be- 
nignant, with an air of trusting simplicity, 
his friends yielded readily to his requests, and 
I know of a rumber of notes which he has 
given on which no collateral was required, 
@gome of which still are unpaid. 

“ He had a close circle of business friends 
in Chicago, all of whom were ‘ gentlemen 
of the old school,’ and I know money was 
borrowed and lent among them, almost with- 
Out any accounts being kept. The applica- 
tion of these same laissez faire principles in 
his conduct of the affairs of the Biblical in- 
stitute is doubtless the cause of the present 
“tangle.” 

Aided by George Messersmith. 


A number of Dr. Sheppard's unsecured 
’ Motes are known to be outstanding, among 
them being several held by the estate of 
George Messersmith, who died five months 
ago. Mr. Messersmith was well known among 
local business men, having built a number of 
larze downtown buildings, among them the 
buliding of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
company.

RECEIVER PAYS OUT $70,000 MORE 
TO THEM. 


Expects to Reach Commercial Ac- 
counts on Friday—Two Victims of 
the Milwaukee Avenue Failure Tell 

Clews 

to Stensiand Being Followed Up, 

but Without Any Definite Result— 

Reorganization in Tentative State.

Seventy thousand dollars was paid out to 
depositors of the defunct Milwaukee Ave- 
nue State bank by Receiver John C. Fetzer 
yesterday. This leaves about $420,000 to be 
distributed to savings depositors in the pres- 
ent 20 per cent dividend, and about. $150,000 
remains to be distributed among commercial 
depositors. 

Receiver Fetzer expects to begin paying the 
commercial depositors next Monday. The 
smallest claims paid yesterday were those 
of Augusta and Lodovicka Nelson, 610 West 
Huron street, who each drew 20 cents out of 
the bank. 


Two Depositors Allege Theft. 
Among the 1,800 depositors who appeared 
at the bank were two who declared that their 
money had been stolen. 

Raffaello Rafano, 159-163 Morgan street, had 
been served with notice to take up a mortgage 
for $3,500 or suffer its foreclosure. He was 
wildly excited, and waved a check in the air 
as evidence that he does not owe the bank 
anything. Rafano asserted that he put the 
‘mortgage in the bank on the strength of 
Stensland’s assertion that the amount of the 
loan would be placed to his credit in a check- 
ing account. Refano, who is a house mover, 
made out checks amounting to $600 to pay 
his men, but the bank returned the checks 
marked “‘no f ids.” The house mover now 
claims the bank finally had decided not to 
loan him the money, but he failed to get back 
his mortgage. 

Frank Brackovich claims to have $500 in 
the bank. He says he gave the money to 
Stensland, who handed him 4a certificate for 
the amount marked “ For safe keeping with- 
out interest.” Brackovich exhibited the 
check, which is signed by P. O. Stensland and 
is numbered 1,644. 

Both Brackovich and Rafano are foreign- 
ers unused to American methods of banking. 
A careful investigation of their claims wuiil 
be made. 

Clews to Stensland. 

Paul 0. Stensland is variously reported as 
being im or on the wey to Brazil, Madagas- 
car, and points in Central America. Taking 
am average of the clews that have turned up 
since his departure, the majority of them 
point southward. Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Barbour thinks Brazil is one of the most 
likely places to find Stensland, and Pinkerton 
detectives are said to be on the way thither. 

In the meantime detectives of the state’s 
attorney's office are keeping track of the 
movements of Ole Stensland, the fugitive 
banker's nephew.

NEW ORDINANCE PROPOSED 
TO REGULATE EVIL HOTELS. 


Attorney Comerford of Police Depart- 
ment to Prepare One Requiring a Re- 
vocable License for Every House. 


— 


Every hotel in Chicago will have to take 
out a license and submit to police regulation 
under a city ordinance that will be presented 
to the council as soon as it holds its next 
meeting after vacation, in October. 

Attorney Frank D. Comerford of the police 
department will draw up the ordinance. It 
will be directed primarily against hotels 
which derive their chief income from an im- 
proper class of patrons. There will be no 
distinction as to the class of hotels, how- 
ever. The Auditorium Annex will have to 
take out a license and so will the most hum- 
ble hotel in the city. 

‘At the next meeting of the city council,” 
said Attorney Comerford, ‘‘ I intend to intro- 
duce an ordinance providing for licensing 
hotels. It will be designed not for the pur- 
pose of securing additional revenue, though 
{it will have that effect, but it will be for the 
purpose of driving out of business: the evil 
hotels, which are responsible for such a con- 
dition of affairs as that leading to the attack 
on Josephine Olson and her leap from a 
window to escape from the man who enticed 
her to the Brunswick hotel.”’ 


MIDWAY STUDENTS OBJECT 
TO STONE WALL ON CAMPUS. 


Time Honored Lane Will Be Inter- 
sected by $1,000 Improvement— 
Grounds to Be Beautified. 


Plans of the University of Chicago faculty 
to beautify the Midway campus have elicited 
objections from students through the erec- 
tion of & $1,000 stone wall across one of the 
time honored lanes, used as an outlet from 
the Hitchcock quadrangle. The students 
think Supt. McLean is making a wasteful 
use of Mr. Rockefeller’s money for campus 
improvement. 

The wall will be seven feet high and twen- 
ty-five feet long, built in English gothic 
style in accordance with the general scheme 
of the university buildings.

NEW POLICE CALL SYSTEM 
TO BE INSTALLED BY CITY. 


Work Starts on Banks Cregier’s Inven- 
tion, Which Will Increase Efficiency 
of Force in Downtown District. 


A force of men from the office of City Elec- 
triclan Carroll yesterday started work on the 
installation of a new system of police sig- 
nal apparatus tn the downtown district. The 
system is the invention of Banks Cregier, 
the musician. Mr. Cregier disposed of his 
rights in the invention to a local electric sup- 
ply firm, which obtained the contract for the 
installation. 

The new system not only will enable the 
department to keep in constant touch with 
every patrolman at all times but it will 
save much time in sending out instructions, 
and greatly increase the efficiency and work 
of the department with the same number of 
men. Among the most important advan- 
tages of the new system are these: 

Bells on each box for calling patrolmen 
instantly; independent lines to each box, thus 
securing privacy in communication; power 
to transmit two or more calls simultaneous- 
ly without confusion; broken wire will throw 
but one box out of service; map or diagram 
of the district on the face of the switchboard 
showing all important buildings, theaters, 
hospitals, nearest fire alarm boxes, engine 
houses, and street numbers and alleys. 


WOMAN DROPS $30,000, SUIT 
AGAINST RALPH S. GREENLEE. 


Demand of Former Stenographer of Stove 
Repair Company’s President for Sup- 
port of Child/Is Withdrawn. 


Mrs. Edith McCormick has dismissed the 
months . ago 
against Ralph 8S. Greenlee, president of the 
Northwestern Stove Repair company, for 
$30,000 for the support of her child. 

At the time the suit was filed Mrs. McCor- 
mick said Greenlee engaged her ten years 
ago, when she was Miss Mamie Miller, to be 
the governess of his sister’s children. Later, 
she alleged, she became a stenographer in his 
office. 

It was learned yesterday that the action 
was dismissed at the plaintiff’s costs on mo- 
tion of her attorney, G. W. Plummer, on 
June 18, just one month after the declaration 
was filed. Attorney Plummer is out of town, 
and the reason for dismissing the suit could 
not be learned. 


EXPRESS COMPANIES ON LAW. 


Agents Hold Meeting, Declaring Ship- 
pers Will Be Held Liable for 
Violations. 


Warning to shippers that they would be 
held equally liable with the common carriers 
for certain violations of the new interstate 
commerce law was made yesterday after a 
meeting of all the local agents of express 
companies. 

The meeting was held in the office of Alonzo 
Wygant, general superintendent of the 
United States Express company. Represent- 
atives were present from the Adams, Amer- 
ican, Wells-Fargo, Pacific, Northern, and 
National Express companies. 

‘It is our intention to obey the law,” said 
Mr. Wygant, “ but we ask the public to help. 
Express companies have in the past been 
deceived by shippers, either unintentionally 
or to secure the advantage of cheaper rates, 
as to the class of goods they have shipped. 
The express companies frequently are obliged 
to ship perishable matter on estimated 
weight. A barrel of fish or oysters, for ex- 
ample, is estimated at so many pounds net 
weight, allowances being made for the ice. 
If, under those circumstances, the shipment 
is' estimated at 100 pounds when it actually 
weighs 125 tke shipper is just as much Hable 
to a fine of $5,000 or two years’ imprisonment, 
or both, as the carrier.” 

The express men said that in the past ship- 
pers had violated other sections of the law, 
including: 

Shipping merchandise under the classification of 
printed matter to secure a lower rate. 

Shipping as advertising matter, to be given away, 
articles which in reality were sold. 

Bulking packages—that fe sending in one pack- 
age a number of articles consigned to different per- 
gons, which afterwards were distributed by local

Interstate Commerce Methods 
in United States Revolu- 
 tionized at Midnight. 


BROKEN ALREADY BY ALL 


Not a Railroad Able to File New 
Tariffs with Commission at 
Time Fixed. 


The new railroad rate law went into effect 
at midnight, marking an epoch in the his- 
tory of the railroad business of the United 
States. It revolutionizes interstate com- 
merce methods. 

Practically every railroad company in the 
United States violated the new law at the 
moment it went into effect. 

According to the new law, the roads were 
to have filed with the commission by mid- 
night all their tariffs and chargés, showing 
not only the full cost of transportation from 
point to point but also what items go to the 
naking up of this cost. From today on there 
can be no “‘ extras,’”’ but the shipper is ex- 
pected to be able to obtain in advance a final 
Satement of the charge he has to meet. 


Why Schedules Are Not Ready. . 

Not a single company was able to comply 
fully with the provisions of the law requiring 
them to have all their schedules on file by 
midaight. Theschedule of switching charges 
was the most difficult of completion, and it 
is said that no road was able to finish it In 
time to file as the law directed. 

Ever since the law was passed rate clerks 
and printers have been kept busy preparing 
the new tariffs, which necessarily will be 
far more bulky than any ever before issued. 
The railways contend thafé compliance with 
the requirements to publish charges between 
all stations and to keep two copies of all 
tariffs posted in every station is imprac- 
ticable, and will ask that they be construed 
with much liberality. On the other hand, 
they are preparing to obey the requirement 
that they shall adhere strictly to their pub- 
lished rules and rates with a rigor which 
— are likely to find troublesome at 

ret 
* Under the law every company which fails 
to complete its schedule. might be fined, but 
it is understood that the interstate commerce 
commission will give additional time in every 
case when a road has given evidence of sin- 
cere intent to comply with the law. 

To diseuss this and other points, a com- 
mittee representing the big trunk lines will 
be in Washington today in order to meet the 
commission. 


This Affects Every Shipper. 

The provision of the new law which will 
first be noticed by every interstate shipper 
all over* the country is one which requires 
the railroads to include all charges of what- 
soever nature in their quoted rates, 

Heretofore a shipper had to figure for him- 
self on icing, refrigerator, and elevator 
charges, and the dozen or more other inci- 
dentals, dickering with the separate '‘compa- 
nies which had a hand in a transportation or 
care of his shipment. 

Now the railroad must do that, and the 
shipper meets but one charge and deals with 
but one concern. All the sources of side 
charges are consolidated, and private cars, 
side tracks, spurs, terminals, elevators are 
made subject to the law. 


To Prevent Excessive Rates. 


Another important provision is that author- 
izing the interstate commerce commission to 
prescribe a uniform system of accounting. 
The object of this, of course, is to make it 
impossible for the railways to charge ex- 
cessive rates or practice discrimination with- 


the commission hereafter will have author- 
ity to inspect. 

Prof. Henry C. Adams of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who has been selected by 
the interstate commerce commission to de- 
vise the new system, has been in consulta- 
tion with the controllers of the various roads 
and they have appointed committees to co- 
operate with him, but it ivelbeatad it will 
be many months before all the details of the 
proposed new method of accounting are 
worked out. This feature of the law does not 
go into effect until June 1, 1907. 

Railway men expect the requirement of a 
thirty days’ notice of a change of rates to 
do much to make rates stable and to puta 
stop to such abuses as the “ midnight tariff.’’ 
Under the old law only three days’ notice 
was required for a reduction of rates and ten 
days’ notice for a raise. 


Effects Will Be Slow. 


The effects of the new law will not be pro- 
foundly felt at once, but there can be no 
doubt that ultimately they will be deep, that 
they will be lasting, and that they will ex- 
tend to every branch of industry. Various 
federal laws for the regulation and control 
of railroads have been passed before. The 
new statute will exert a much greater in- 
fluence .than its predecessors have for two 
reasons: First, the new law imposes many 
more restrictions and requirements upon the 
roads than did any of ite predecessors and 
gives the interstate commerce commission 
greater authority overthem. Second, where- 
as the roads were disposed to disregard the 
old laws whenever they seriously interfered 
with their liberty of action, there can be no 
question that, taking them as a whole, they 
are ‘disposed strictly to obey the new law. 
The reported avowal of President Baer of ihe 
Reading that he will pay no attention te it 
seems to make him a untque exception. 


Reasons for “ Being Good.” 

The roads have a double reason for de- 
ciding to ‘‘ be good.’’ The w law restores 
the imprisonment penalties ich were pro- 
vided by the original interstate commerce 
law, but repealed by the Elkins act. Rail- 
way officials generally admit that this stimu- 
lates their zeal in preparing to pay it exact 
obedience. 

An equally potent cause is the belief that 
strict enforcement and observance of the 
new law will vastly increase railroad rev- 
enues. The practical abolition of pases giv- 
ing, reckless rate cutting, rebating, and 
similar abuses, which it is expected will be 
effected thereby, will, it is anticipated, add 
many millions to railway earnings. It is es- 
timated by some that earnings will be aug- 
mented 50 per cent, although this, of course, 
is pure guess work. 


Shippers Not Optimistic. 

It is a curious fact, however, that while the 
railroads are now expressing themselves as 
well pleased with the outlook, shippers are 
expressing fear that the law is going to hurt 
them. Some of the biggest shippers in Chi- 
cago are charging that itisa “ railroad law ”’ 
and that the advocat® of rate legisiation 
have been “ handed a gomti brick.”” One ship- 
per is quoted as saying: 

“ There is no questiay in my mind but that 
the law's first effect will be to raise the 
average railway rate per ton mile throughout: 
the United States. It soon will be found that 
in revising their tariffs so as to eliminate 
unlawful discrimination of all kinds the roads 
have not leveled rates down but have leveled 
them up. -It is chiefly this process which is 
going to enable them to increase their rev- 
errues.”’ 

Equal Rather than Low. 

The main object of the law, however, was 
not to keep down rates but to equalize them 
—to, stop discriminations and secure to all 
patrons of the railways a “square dea! ’’— 
and a high officer of one of the largest com- 
mercial organizations of Chicago declared 
yesterday that if it accomplishes this pur- 
pose shippers will find little fault with it. 

“The commercial and industrial interests 
of Chicago and the rest of the country do 
not care how much money the rallroads 
make,’’ said he, “so long as they treat all 
individuals and localities alike. Doubtless 
if the effect of the leveling up of their rates 
should be that they were enabled to pay ex- 
cessive dividends.there would be a public de- 
mand for the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to reduce their charges to a reasonable 
basis. I think it was an unwise move for Mr. 
Harriman to put the Union Pacific on a 10 
per cent basis, for public sentiment will not 


let any railroad pay that much permanently.”

LONG TIME TO PAY IN. 
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Reign of Terror Continues; Goy- 
ernor General of Warsaw 
Slain by Assassin. 


gf. PETERSBURG, Aug. 27.—The czar to- 
gy, by ukase, transferred 4,500,000 acres of 
crown appanage lands to the Peasants’ bank. 
The bank will sell the land to peasants on 
thirty-three or sixty years’ time. The de- 
tails are yet to be arranged. 

The transfer of 10,000,000 additional acres 
ef land it is announced will be made with- 
in a short time. 

The lands chosen for this first distribution 
include : 

i—Lands under cultivation which are not 
contiguous to forest tracts and where leases 
have expired. 

2—Forests adjoining or surrounded by 
peasant holdings. 

3—W ood lands suitable in the governments 
of Archangel and Vologda. 


Lands That Are Exempt. 

The following kinds of appanages are ex- 
cluded from these operations: 

Districts devoted to factories, foundries, 
or any mining concerns or provided with 
agricultural or other valuable buildings or 
gardens in a high state of eultivation; those 
unsuited for farming; and, finally, crown 
lands In the Crimea and Transcaucasia and 
those appertaining to the Bieloviegh forest. 

The apportionment of land assigned for 
saie and the tax to be imposed on said lands 
will be fixed by the agrarian committee ap- 
pointed by the imperial ukase of March 4, 


‘with the assistance of the Peasants’ bank. 


The preparatien of the scheme of transfer 
and the arrangements with the controller of 
appanage lands and the final gettlement of 
the conditions of sale by imperial decree are 
confined to the minister of the imperial 
household, who will consult with the min- 
isters of the interior and finance and the 
chief. agricultural anthorities. All the 
schemes must first receive the eraperor's 
sanction. 

Warsaw’s Governor Slain. 

The czar's ukase is not expected to check 
the violence of the terror which is sweeping 
over Russia. Today witnessed new assas- 
sinations, showing the widespread ramifi- 
cation of the revolutionary conspiracy. 

Gen. voh Liarliarski, governor general] of 
Warsaw, was shot and killed by an un- 
known assassin while driving through the 
streets of the Polish capital at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. Theassassin escaped. 

Gen. von Liarllarski was driving in a car- 
riage from the commandant's office to his 
residence. As the general's driver slackened 
speed at a place where the street was torn 
up for repaving an unknown young man 
fired four shots at Von Liarliarsk!i through 
the top of the carriage, one of the tullets 
entering the general's breast, under the 
heart. The coachman whipped up his horses 
end drove at full speed to the hospital, where 
the general died almost instantly.

A report reached here late this afternoon 
that Col. Rieman of the Seminovsky guard 
regiment had been assassinated at Luga, 
where he stopped while on his way to War- 
faw to take up a position on the staff of Gen. 
Skallon, governor general of Warsaw. The 
report has not yet been confirmed, though 
four officers of the Seminovsky regiment are 
said to have left St. Petersburg to identify 
the body. 

An unsuccessful attempt upon the life of 
Baron Stahl is reported to have been made 
in the park at Peterhof last night, but the 
story is denied. A number of arrests, how- 
ever, were made in the park during the 
evening. 

Baron Stahl bears some resemblance to 
Gen. Trepoff, commander of the palace. A 
number of officers who might be mistaken 
for Gen. Trepoff have taken the precaution 
to have their beards shaven off. 


Sailors in Ugly Mood Again. 

News reached St. Petersburg today that

BRIN HOME RULE NEARY 


BILL TO GIVE IRELAND A COUNCIL 
IN PREPARATION. 


People to Elect 108 Delegates, with 
Addition of 48 Councilors, Chosen 
by Big Taxpayers—<Almost Like the 
Famous Gladstone Measure—Gev- 
ernment to Be Reorganised, with 
Departments for Finance, Law, Ed- 
ucation, Etc. 


LONDON, Aug. 28, 3 a. m»—The Daily 
Chronicle this morning, forecasting the gov- 
ernment’s proposed devolution scheme for 
Ireland, says legislative union will not be 
tcuched and that Irish representation at 
Westminster and the powers of the imperial 
parliament will not be changed. 

The chief feature will be the establish- 
ment of an Irish council at Dublin, directly 
elected, consisting of 1038 members, the same 
as the Irish representation in the house of 
commons, with the addition of 48 countcil- 
ors directly elected for larger areas by 
electors having ratable value exceeding $100, 
peers and clergymen being eligible. 


Almost Like Gladstone Bill. 

This is almost the same as the legislative 
council and legislative assembly of Glad- 
stone’s bill, only they form one body and 
not two. 

The nationalist party, as now organized, 
would not easily gain a large majority ip 
the council. The chief secretary would, 
under the new scheme, be ex officio chairman 
of the Irish council, and, as representing the 
lord Heutenant, would consult with the leader 
of the majority in the council regarding the 
appointment of the chief heads of depart- 
ments, the head of the finance department 
occupying a position analogous to that'of the 
premier, who, with his colleagues, would 
hold his post dependent upon the vote of 
the council. 


Like a Real Government. 

The scheme includes the reorganization of 
the Irish government into well defined de- 
partments, such as finance, land, education, 
ete. The judiciary will not be molested. The 
chief secretary will be the spokesman for 
the council] and its ministers to parliament. 
All Irieh legisiation would still come before 
the house of commons, bills being sent there 
by the council. 

Financial arrangements will be the crux 
of the scheme. Simplicity will be aimed at, 
the elaborate provisions of previous home 
rule bills not being revived. 

The Daily Chronicle seems to intimate that 
the Irish members of the house of commons 
will be members af the council, which would 
sit when the imperial parliament is not sit- 


ting. 
The whole scheme will be open for revision 
after five years. 


CHINA STRUGGLING TOADVANCE 


Dowager Empress Names Committee 
to Consider Réports of Commis- 
sion That Went Abroad. 


PEKING, Aug. 27.—The dowager empress 
has appointed a committee consisting of 
Prince Chun, viceroy of Yuanshikai; the 
ministers of state, the members of the grand 
council, and the grand secretaries to conalder 
the reports of the Chinese commissioners 
who recently returned from abroad and to 
make recommendations upen the subject to 
the throne. Prince Chun visited Germany in 
1901 on a mission of apology for the murder 
of baron von Kettler, German minister at 
Peking. The only membere ofthe committee 
who are rated as possessing constructive 
ability are the prince and Tiehliang. The 
organization of an upper house of parliament 
from among Chinese officials is being dis- 
cussed at the Chinese capital.

PERSIA ON CHAOS EDGE. 


SHAH’S KINGDOM ON VERGE OF 
COMPLETE COLLAPSE. 


Provinces in a State of Anarchy— 
Treasury Is Empty—Army Hasn’t 
Been Paid tor Months and Is in 
Condition of Open Mutiny—British 
Legation Filled with 700 Refugees 
~—Foreign Intervention Deemed Al- 


most Inevitable. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 28, 3a. m.—A Gispatch from 
Teheran to the Daily Mail says the situation 
In Persia rapidly is becoming critical. The 
entire organization of the state is collapsing. 
The provinces are in a stateofanarchy. The 
treasury is empty. All available securities 
have been mortgaged. 

The army has not beeni paid for months and 
{fs in a condition of open mutiny. Insurrec- 
tions occur daily and they are spreading fast. 
The only trustworthy trooops are the Te- 
heran brigade of Russian Cossacks, which 
has dwindled to 500 men. 


Crowded with Refugees. 

The British legation is crowded with 700 
refugees. 

The cause of the disorders is partly the 
wish of the Mullahs to imitate the Russian 
revolutionaries and partly the stirring up of 
the Pan Moslem spirit and a desire to give 
allewiance to the sultan as the supreme head 
of Islam. 

The shah is ignored by every one. Turkey 
continues her aggressions on the western 
frontier. 

The correspondent declares that the col- 
lapse of Persia is imminent and that foreign 
control in some form is inevitable. He draws 
attention to German preparationsto take ad- 
vantage of this condition and warns Great 
Britain that the safety of India will be im- 
periled unless she takes the necessary steps 
to prevent it. 


Alarm for Shah’s Health. 

The shah is said to be in poor health. A 
dispatch to the Standard from St. Peters- 
burg says trustworthy information in regard 
to the il) health of the srah of Persia has 
caused grave apprehension in the Russian 
capital 


GUNNERY CONTEST NOT WANTED 


English Paper Warns Against Results 
Trial Between British and Amer- 
ican Warships Might Have. 


LONDON, Aug. 28, 8 a. m.—The Daily 
Chronicle publishes this morning articles 
deprecating the suggested Anglo-American 
naval gunnery contest, and says: 

“ The idea is one that should be nipped in 
the bud forthwith. It is in the last degree 
undesirable that any one should know too 
exactly how well or how badly we shoot in 
comparison with other navies.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle argues that gunnery 
emulation would be likely to produce a de- 
sire for a real test in war, and says: “‘ We 
do not want such hopes in the British or 
American navies, but an international shoot 
would certainly produce them."’ 


VALPARAISO SHOCKED AGAIN. 


Ruined City Heavily Shaken, but No 
Damage Done—Planning the 
City’s Rebuilding. 


VALPARAISO, Aug. 27.—There was a 
heavy earthquake shock today, but no dam- 
age was done. Prominent citizens of Valpa- 
raiso met this afternoon and discussed plans 
for rebuilding the city. President-elect .‘e- 
dro Montt was present. 


STEAMER STILL ON THE SANDS. 


Tugs Unable to Move the Illinois, 
Stranded at Entrance of Charie- 
voix Harbor. 


Charlevoix, Mich., Aug. 27.—The condition 
of the stranded steamer Illinois has not 
changed much since morning, although it 
has become more deeply imbedde@ in the 
sand. The wrecking tug Favorite arrived 
this morning, but thus far has been wnable 
to move the wreck. The tug will dredge on 
the outside of the steamer tonight, and upon 
the arrival of the steamer Missouri from 
northern porte both boats will unite in trying 
to drag the Illinois into deep water. The 
steamer is not leaking yet and does not seem 
to be badly injured.

Cuban Rebels Defeated by Gov- 
ernment Force Near 
Cienfuegos. 


OFFERS REBELS AMNESTY. 


Palma Announces All Who Lay 
Down Their Arms Will Not 
Be Molested. 


HAVANA, Aug. 27. sane the moment today 
when the government was issuifig its procia- 
mation offering pardon to tebels who would 
lay down their arms its forces were dealing 
the most telling blow that has yet been struck 
against the insurgents. 


For severa] days it had been stated that : 


Gen. Guzman’s force of insurgents, which 
was variously estimated at from 200 upwards, 
contemplated an attack on Cienfuegos. Col. 
Valle, with a detachriient of rural guatds and 
volunteers, 
purpose of engaging Guzman and breaking 
up the band. 

The encounter of the two forces today re- 
sulted in the worst disaster which the in- 
sustained up to this time. 


was one killed. The government is without 
further particulars of the fight. 

Senator Dols, a leader of the moderate 
party, at the conclusion of a conference 
with President Palma at midnight, stated 
that practically alt the insurgent lea 
of consequence except Pino Guerra had sig- 
nifled their willingness to disband their men 
if all were positively guaranteed immunity 
for their insurrectionary acts. On account 
of information of the insurgents’ willingness 
to quit the field there will be no further en- 
listments. 


The insurrection seems to be in shaky con- | 


dition, although the end may not be as near 
as members of the government profess to 
believe. Former Congressman Faustino 
(Pino) Guerra, the insurgent leader operating 
in the province of Pinar del Rio, in a signed 
statement tonight declares that he is as de- 
termined as ever that the last presidential 
election shall be atinulled before there can 
be peace in Cuba. 


Guerra’s Force Well Armed. 


Guerra’s force of 2,000 men is well armed 
and supplied with Ammunition and food. Its 
greatest drawback now is the lack of money. 
But the people of the western part of Pinar 
Del Rio are furnishing the rebels with all the 
supplies needed, taking in return orders on 
the “ Cuban government "’ and in many cases 
refusing to accept any consideration. 

The government's offer of amnesty, which 
was issued this afternoon, is variously re- 
ceived. It is impossible to say what its ef- 
fect will be upon those to whom it is ad- 
dressed. 

The foreign element, including many Amer- 
icans, criticise the offer of amnesty as. a weak 
and disappointing action, as showing a de- 
sire for peace at any price. 

Secretary Montalvo’s order does not pro- 
vide for the relief of alleged conspirators 
who are now in jail in Havana. The ques- 
tion has arisen as to what shall be done with 
them. 


Insurgents Quietly Quitting. 


A considerable number of insurgents are 
known to be returning quietly to their homes 
fn the province of Havana and fn the east- 
ern part of the province of Pinar del Rio. 
In the latter province the situation remains 
unchanged. 

Guerra knows nothing of the Montalvo 
order, and if he did it is altogether unlikely 
that {t would affect his course materially. 
At present there is every reason for expecting 
that Guerra will hold out for sometime to 
come. He has hilly fastnesses to which he 
retires nightly and from which it will be 
practically impossible to rout him. 

It is rellably reported that Asbert’s force, 
the main insurgent body in the province of 
Havana, amounts to 150 men, and there are 
not exceeding 100 more in small parties. The 

eastern part of the province of Pinar del Rio 
is practically unprotected, but there have 
been: only petty depredations there by smell 
bands. 

There is some question whether the Santa 
Clara band calling itself Mendieta’s party 
was actually commanded by the captured 
leader, but undoubtedly he was with it most 
of the time. The Matanzas insurgents cut 
little figure. 

Fight All Night; Four Killed. 


A party of insurgents commanded by Col. 
Sanchez entered the town of Bejucal, prov- 
ince of Havana, at 11 o’clock last night, forti- 
fied themselves, and fought all night against 
an attacking force of government recruits 
and rural guards without any other result 
than three of the defenders of the place 
and one rural guard being killed. 

Whether for the government or against it 
Cubans generally applauded today an 4n- 
nouncement that Candida Estrada y Guardia 
Palma, the daughter of the president, would 
become a hospital nurse. In this Sefiorita 
Palma follows the example of several fash- 
ionable young women of Havana, who have 
offered thelr services to nurse the sick and 
wounded. Sefiorita Palma is about 18 years 
old, was long a resident of the United States, 
and isa capable and attractive young woman, 

The chief of the secret service has charged 
Senator Morua Delgado with being ome of 
the initiators of the insurrection and one of 
its chief supporters. The chief declares 
that Delgado led the late Quentin Bandera 
to revolt against the latter's better judgment. 

Delgado, who is the only colored senator, 
was charged with instigating the outrage 
at Guanabacoa In February last. Thesenate 
was asked to allow him to be tried, but after 

a long consideration of the matter it declined 


to do so. 
Hospital Corps for All. 


President Palma, in a statement today, 
after characterizing the insurrection as 
‘only a crazy movement on the part of dis- 
contented persons,” announced that the medi- 
cal corps of the government forces had been 
ordered to minister to all prisoners and sick 
or wounded rebels the same as loyal troops. 
Alfredo Zayas, president of the liberais, 
denies a report that Vice President Capote 
had conferred with him regarding Palma 
resigning in Capaote’s favor to restore peace. 
A Ward liner, said to be apeeding under 
forced steam, is expected to land a number 
of machine guns tomorrow. A battery was 
formed today composed of foreigners to serve 
under Maj. Craw, a former English officer. 
In two hours twenty Americans were en- 
listed, besides many Germans and English- 
Capt. Webster, an American, is second 
in command. The Chalmette, arriving today 
from New Orleans, brought 1,000 rifiés ‘and 
much ammunition for the government. 


Guerra Wants U. S. Intervention. 


SAN JUAN DE MARTINEZ, Aug. 27.—To 
a correspondent who spent last night in Pino 
Guerra’s camp, the leader of the rebels in 
Pinar del Rio province, said: 

“T want it understood that I wil! not ac- 
cept any offers of compromise with the 
Cuban government, but I would be glad to 
arbitrate with properly accredited repre- 
sentatives of the United States appointed by 
President Roosevelt on the basis only of a 
new presidential election in Cuba. Other- 
wise we shali stay out indefinitely. We could 
not trust the promises of.the Palma govern- 
ment In any case.” 

Guerra asserted that a man called Andres 
Agramonte, who was suspect ted of having 
been a spy of the government, was tried bya 
council and hanged on Aug. 23 before ine 
entire force, drawn up in a hollow square. 

Guerra is all powerful at present among 
the people of this district. He believes most 
confidently that he could take San Juan de 
Martines and defeat the government troops 
any night or any day. 


Chieazo Soldier Is Improving. 

Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind.,Aug. 27.—Sergeant 
Fugene Pierce of the Second Illinois regiment, Chi- 
cago, is improving from the wounds in his throat 
caused by a knife. No evidence has been found 
that Pierce was attacked and Maj.

WOMAN ABRONAUT KILLED 


TRAPEZE BREAKS FROM BALLOON 
WHEN 100 FEET HIGH. 


Has Premonition of Death Before She 
Makes the Ascension—Rope from 
Which Parachute and Trapese Are 
Suspended Suddenly Breaks, For~- 
mer Envelops Balloonist in Its 
Folds, and She Is Dashed toe the 
Ground—Medal for Expertness. 


Wichita, Kas., Aug. 
attempting her fourth ascension in this city; 
all of which have resulted in hairbreadth 
escapes, Mrs. Mamie Napier, a professional 
aeronaut, was killed this evening by a fall of 
fully 100 feet. 

With a premonition of death Mrs. Napier 
took her position on the trapeze several times 
before giving the word to the attendants to 
cut the balloon loose. .’ust before she kissed 
her friend, Mrs. J. C. Lapier, wife of her em- 
ployer, good-by for the last time, she said: 

** I fear that something awful will happen.’’ 

Then she called out that she was ready. 

The big bag shot skyward, and evérything 
seemed to be all right. Mrs. Napier waved 
her hands to the thousands of spectators be- 
low, and then swung far out to one side to 
do some feats on the trapeze. 


Balloon Breaks Away. 

As she did so the big balloon broke away 
from the parachute, to which the trapeze 
hung. The parachute fell and completely 
covered the woman. Attendants rushed for- 
ward, but could do nothing. 

The body of the woman struck the ground 
with such force that the report could be 
heard all over the large park where the 
ascension was made. 

Prof. J. C. Lapler, who was injured last 
Wednesday evening while descending after 
a@ successful ascension, said that Mrs. Napier 
fell on her head and shoulders and that her 
neck undoubtedly was broken. She was 
breathing when he reached her. 


Never Regains Consciousness. 

An ambulance was called and Mrs. Napier 
was taken to a hospital, but she lived only 
a short time, never regaining consciousness. 

No reason why the parachute was severed 
from the balloon could be given by the at- 
tendants. The balloon has not been recov- 
ered. 

Mrs. Napier one a meda) she had won 
for expert hLeroneutice during the world’s fair 
at Chicago in 1893. She had also made ascen- 
sions in many Other cities and was classed as 
a sucoeseful balloonist. 

Friday evening of last weak she narrowly 
escaped death by falling into the Arkansas 
river. The water reached to her chin and, 
not being able to swim, she had given up all 
hope of reaching the shore when rescued. 

Saturday evening she fell on a traction en- 
gine and was nearly burned to death before 
untengled from the parachute. 

Her mother, Mrs. Martha Leathers, who 
resides at Geneseo, Kas., was here visiting 
her @aughter. She witnessed the death of 
her child.

MURDERED: WOMAN IN IT? 


OPERATOR AT GALIEN, MICH., IS 
SHOT AT HIS KEY. 


Robbery Apparently Not Motive for 
the Killing of Michigan Central 
Dispatcher, as Watch and $78 in 
Cash Are Found on Body—Suicide 
Theory Exploded by Disappearance 
of Decedent’s Revolver—Mystery 
Follows Recent Scandal.

Galien, Mich.,; Aug. 27.—[Special.]—Lioyd 
Dynes, night train dispatcher on the &t. Jo- 
seph branch of the Michigan Central, was 
murdered early thie morning while at his 
desk in his office. At 1:80 o'clock he sent a 
message to the operator at Michigan City. 
An hour later when a Michigan Centrai train 
arrived Dynes was not on the platform as 
usual. Conductor W. E. Huston went into 
the telegraph office, where he found Dynes 
under a table. 

The rallroad company's safe had not been 
tampered with, and $78 in cash and a gold 
watch were found on Dynes’ body, so it is 
net thought he was killed by holdups or 
* yeggmen.”’ 

Dynes had been shot twice, apparently as 
he was turning in his chair. One bullet 
penetrated the left eye and the second passed 
through the right lung. There is no clew 
to the murderer. 


Mixed in Scandal Over Woman. 


The generally accepted theory is that 
Dynes was killed because of an entangle- 
ment with a woman in which he recently 
was reported to have figured. Dynes, in a 
statement through the press, denied all con- 
nection with the scandal, but most of the 
residents of Galien still believe the story. 

Another theory, that Dynes committed sul- 
cide, was exploded when it was found that 
his revolver, which he usually kept near the 
telegraph key, was missing. 

Others advance the theory that the operator 
was killed by burglars, who planned to rob 
the bank of G. A. Blakeslee & Co., which ad- 
joins the depot. The robbery could not have 
been accomplished without Dynes seeing it, 
and it is argued that the robbers shot the 
operator after he refused to be held up. 


Detroit Man His Enemy? 


There is an unconfirmed rumor that Dynes 
had an enemy in Detroit who had threatened 
to kilt him. 

Within an hour after the shooting the sta- 
tion was surrounded by residents of Galien, 
but all were too excited to search for the 
murderer. Sheriff Tennent, who arrived 
early today to work on the case, admitayhe 
is baffled. 

Dynes came from Windsor, Canada, sev- 
eral months ago. He wes about 26 years 
cld. His father arrived tonight. 

It is reported the county will offer a re- 
ward for the arrest of the murderer and that 
the railroad company will double the amount. 


KILLS SELF IN SYNAGOGUE.

Philadelphia Teachers and Edu- 
eators Divided as to Change 
of System. 


New York. Aug. 27.—!Special.]—This morn- 
ing’s mail was laden with inquiries about 
simplified spelling, addressed to Dr, Charles 
P. G. Scott, head of the simplified spelling 
board, at 1 Madison avenue. 

When the board got to the bottom of its 
mail Dr. Scott had two or three notable 
announcements to make. Dr. J. A. H. Mur- 
ray. he said, and Prof. Joseph Wright, two 
of the four foremost British etymologists, 
had communicated their consent to join the 
twenty-eight members of the simplified speil- 
ing board. With such weight of authorities 
massed behind the spelling movement. Dr. 
Scott thought if the British press and public 
continued to scoff it could only be because 
they were unaware of the power of these 
eminent names. 

Other support of a cheering sort is that 
several large commercial houses declared 
to the board they would employ simplified 
spelling in their correspondence and adver- 
tising. Chief among these are John Wana- 
maker and L. 8S. Plant & Co. of Newark, 
N. J. The Wanamaker firm gave notice this 
morning in the papers of its new spelling pol-' 


Philadelphia Is Divided. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
The threatened change in the system of 
spelling in accord with the Carnegie-Roose- 
velt form is likely to cause a split in the 
Philadelphia board of education. Some mem- 
bers are in favor of introducing the new 
system in Philadelphia schools, but others, 
particularly old men, declare it is ridiculous 
to force the language development upon the 
country or even a small community. 

Prof. Martin Brumbaugh, superintendent 
of schools, while not in town, is known to be 
opposed to any such radical step. In an 
intérview which he gave recently he said: 

* Theoretically I am in favor of simplified 
spelling. But I cannot approve the list of the 
spelling board for use in the public schools. 
There are difficulties in adopting it which I 
I do not see can be overcome.”’ 

On the other hand, Mrs. L. R. McDowell, 
head of the public pedagogical library, is a 
stanch advocate of the change and is in- 
corporating the simpified form of spelling 
in a catalogue she is preparing. 

“The new spelling is tec radical for ugeto 
adopt it just now,’ said Thomas Shallcross, 
a member of the board of education.

Governmental Heads of West Burling- 
ton, Ia., May Resign if They Cannot 
Ride on Free Transportation.

Burlington, Ia., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—As a 
result of the new anti-pass law it is probable 
that all of the city officials of West Burling- 
ton will resign. 

That community is. made up practically of 
railroad men. All of the city officials are 
employed by the Burlington company, and as 
such are entitled under the law to the use 
of passes, but as city officials they are pro- 
hibited from riding on any kind of ‘free rail- 
road transportation.

Dr. Whalen 
announced that Hedrick would not only be 
a free hand in the investigation, but 
might draw upon the department's resources 
gs far as he deemed it necessary. 

“T believe that we shall be able to marshal 
@ body of facts which will show in what 
respects, if any, the exleting laws are defec- 
tive,” said the health commissioner. “I 
heartily approve of the investigation and 


‘ only wish that the sanitary department were 
‘ more generously equipped to carry it on.” 


Mr. Hedrick said he hoped to be abie to 

today, tomorrow, and Friday in his 

trips through the Italian, Jewish, and Polish 
“sweating "’ districts. 


Proposes a New Law. 

In the meantime he is seeking the advice of 
Corporation Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis as 
to the probable validity of a law prohibiting 
the manufacture of clothing in rooms used 
for living purposes. His own department is 
gompiling the data already in its possession, 
ghowing the number of clothing shops found 


"tm ineanitary quarters. 


Dr. George W. Webster, president of the 
Chicago Medical society, declared that that 
erganization would watch “with keen in- 
terest’ the progress of Inspector Hedrick’s 
campaign for the local abolition of sweat- 
shop production. 

“ Every physician appreciates the hygienic 
importance of such aetep,” said Dr. Webster, 
“and the society, especialy through fits 
sommittee on ‘ public relations,’ will do what 
fican, I am sure, to aid in any advance over 
the present system. 

“TI myself have seen some startling illus- 
trations of the evile of the sweatshop meth- 
ods. I remember one case especially—that of 
a family in the Ghetto where the children, ill 
in bed with diphtheria, were covered over 
with the cut and basted garments upon 
which the adult members of the family were 
gewing. That had been going on for some 
time. The family was ignorant and had not 
ealled for medical aid, and it ts difficult to 
know how far that diphtheria traveled. 
Probably into a good many homes. 

“Back of it all, of course, is the exploita- 
tion of this home labor by some of the cloth- 
ing manufacturers. Not all of them dc it, as 
we know, but there are enough who do to 
make it a grave problem. It ought to be 
stopped.” 

Tends to Spread Consumption. 

Dr. Theodore B. Sachs, who has won rec- 
ognition for his work among the consumptive 
poor, especially in the Ghetto, gave approval 
to Inspector Hedrick’s “ crusade.” 

“The sweat shop system, with ite low 
wages and its too frequent accompaniments 
of overwofk, bad air, and lack of sunshine, 
is responsible for a large percentage of the 
Prevailing tuberculosis. There can be no 
éo0bt about it. 

“This, of course, means the infection of 
cotting and great danger to the purchasers 
@ Mom garments. Personally, however, I 
am@iless impressed by that argument than 
by the effect upon the worker himself. He 
@UZht to be considered, but he isn’t. The 
cohsumer gets scared and at once there is a 
hue and cry to make things better. Rarely, 
however, do the real victims of the system get 
a hearing.’’ 

Nowhere has the campaign been heralded 
with more approval than in the settlements, 
nearly all of which have been gathering ma- 
terial in their own immediate neighborhoods. 

One of the worst instances of the abuse of 
the system has been reported to the héalth de- 
partment and the state factory inspectors by 
the workers at the Henry Booth house. 

This case was that of a man and his wife, 
who are sewing pantaloons in a basement 
room, near Jefferson and West Twelfth street. 
Their room is below the street level, and the 
ground beneath the filmsy wooden floor is 
water soaked. The two eat, sleep, and work 
in One room, surrendering the other rooms in 
the basement to dirt and vermin. Evenin the 
one occupied, the bed was standing with posts 
in saucers containing a mixture for destroy- 
ing vermin. The man coniplained of rheuma- 
tism. The woman's face was swollen with 
neuralgia. 

Their rent was $1 a month, collected irregu- 
larly by the agent, who seems to have had 
some compunctions about taking it. By 
their united efforts the two earned from $1 to 
$1.85 a week. 

Fewer Sweatshops than in 1901. 
State Factory Inspector Davies threw a 

bit of light into the situation during the day 
With the statement, based on the records of 
his department, that there are fewer sweat- 
shops in Chicago now than there were five 
years ago, though the conditions, he said, 
Were “bad enough.”’ 

“In 1900 there were 4,519 shops in the 
city,” he said. ‘‘ The next year, 1901, the 
Rumber rose to 5,318. In 1904 it had fallen 
to 3,350, and. since then has increased a little. 

This means, of course, that the big facto- 
ries, making everything within their own 
walls, are forcing the little fellows out. I 
suppose that tendency eventually would solve 
the ‘sweating’ problem, though there is 
plenty of room for regulation.”’

Official of Big Four Declares Road Is 
Not Planning to Separate Ne- 
groes from Whites. 


Cincinnati, O:, Aug. 27.—[{Special.]—It was 
reported today that the Big Four had issued 
an order establishing * Jim Crow ”’ cars on 
its lines in Illinois. H. J. Rhein, the general 
passenger agent, was asked tonight if the 
report was true.

FINE FOR FLYING AUTOIST 


JUSTICE BOYER ASSESSES SPEED- 
ING CHAUFFEUR $50 AND COSTS. 


Evanston Court Declares August Hol-« 
terman’s Violations Were+of Such a 
Serious Nature Special Action Was 
Demanded—Woman Produces Ca- 
mary Bird, Parrot, and Cat te Prove 
Machine Was Not Breaking the 
Law. 


August Holterman, known to the Evanston 
police as the “ flying chauffeur,” paid $50 
and costs for his title before Justice Boyer 
yesterday—the highest fine demanded by the 
north shore magistrate this season. 

The justice declared that Holterman’s vio- 
lations of the speed law were so frequent 
and of such a dangerous nature that he was 
ir.fluenced to assess an unusually high fine 
to see if it would not have the effect of damp- 
ening the ardor of the “ flying chauffeur ” 
and other enthusiastic autoists. 


Offers Pets to Evade Fine. 

Testimony of a parrot and a canary bird 
was offered in Justice Boyer’s court by Mrs. 
A. B. Fiske of Winnetka in defense of her 
chauffeur, Anton Sparrow, who was arrested 
in Evanston for violation of the automobile 
ordinance. 

Mrs. Fiske had her canary bird, the parrot, 
and a maltese cat in the automobile when 
the chauffeur was arrested. 

“Why, your honor, we were going less 
than ten miles an hour when the policeman 
stopped us,’ she told the court. “ Every 
time the chauffeur put on a little more speed 
the bird and the parrot would scream, and 
when wWe entered Evanston I told the chauf- 
feur to be careful not to run the machine 
beyond the speed Iimit.”’ 

Sparrow's case was continued until Sept. 4.

Chance’s champions trounced an aggrega-

Instead of rooting for Chicago to win the 
crowd howled and yelled, trying to encour- 
age Tenney's misfit aggregation enough to, 
make the alleged contest interesting, and, in 
one inning, they seemed to succeed. 


Suggests a Handicap. 

The game is an added hint to the National 
league to adopt a handicap system in base- 
ball, putting New York, Chicago, and Pitts- 
burg on scratch and giving the rest of the 
clubs runs to start with—Philadelphia, 1; 
Cincinnati, 1 and a man on second; St. Louis, 
2; and Brooklyn and Boston 3 each before the 
game starts. 

Or, to make it more equitable for the fans, 
the National ought to adopt a sliding scale 
of prices, charging $2 to see New York and 
Pittsburg, $1 to see Philadelphia, 50 cents for 
Cincinnati and St. Louis, and two for 15 
cents for Boston and Brooklyn. 

Yesterday, against the misfit aggregation 
headed by Tenney, Chicago made five runs 
on the fearful errors of the visitors, while 
Boston made two by placing two lucky hits 
with a base on balls in one group. The 
champions played little better ball than the 
visitors did. If they played like that against 
a real ball club the score would be about 
16 to 0 against them.

In the first round Overall was wild, yet, 
although he let both Dolan and Bates walk 
and made a wild pitch, he escaped unscathed, 
mostly because Chance made a clever stop 
and a side arm throw to the plate and cut 
down Tenney, who seemed to have slowed 
up.

On being questioned as to his actions and 


rulings while in the ring, Siler made a state- 
ment that raised a point which Billy Nolan 
has seen fit to challenge. The point came 
up while Siler was being questioned as to 
what action he would take on the weighing 
in of the men. The question was asked Siler 
as to whether or not he would allow each 
man in weighing to strip off all clothing and 
shoes as well. Siler replied he would follow 
the Marquis of Queensberry rules and allow 
the men to strip off everything if necessary. 

This is the particular point on which Nolan 
will hang his objection. The articles of 
agreement call for Marquis of Queensberry 
rules. In these rules nothing is said as to 
the conditions governing the weighing in, 
but article 12 of the rules says that all points 
not covered in the Queensberry rules shall 
be governed by the rules of the London prize 
ring. 

By the London prize ring rules the men 
must weigh in in fighting costume—viz.: 
trunks, shoes, and gloves, 

Nolan stated tonight he would insist on the 
articles being carried out and that Gans 
should have to weigh in in fighting togs. The 
Dane's manager states positively he will in- 
sist on such action being taken. and declares 
he will not back down, a 

Siler said late tonight that all matters 
in connection with the weighing in, etc., 
would be decided at a meeting between him- 
self and the club tomorrow, but that he 
would stand for his interpretation of the 
rules. 

The morrow is awaited with considerable 
interest, as Nolan has a chance to raise his 
point, and will not let it go by.

“The Love Route” needs some relaying 
and reconstructing. The line should be re- 
surveyed, at least in part, and a goodly num- 
ber of its curves and crooks done away with. 
Its grading also might be improved so that 
greater speed may be possible, and a schedule 
which contains fewer stops at uninteresting 
places then could be adopted to the advan- 
tage of all concerned. At least such was the 
impression received from watching Mr. Pe- 
ple’s play, which had its premiére last even- 
ing at the Garrick. 

There is material in the piece for a melo- 
drama of the better class which should be 
effective and entertaining. Even as the play 
stood, it made appeal to the audience, and its 
success is reasonably certain. But it can be 
made much better than it now is by condens- 
ing a number of its scenes, quickening the 
action, and doing away with a considerabie 
amount of matter which evidently has been 
introduced with the thought of creating “ at- 
mosphere.”

Mr. Peple has taken a ifnt from “ The Lion 
and the Mouse,’ and for this no fair minded 
person can ceneure him. To succeed as Mr. 
Kiein has succeeded with his capital drama 
is. an end for which any playwright well 
may strive. And Mr. Peple has shown the 
excellence of his judgment by taking his hint 
from the best act in the Klein play. He has 
made a young woman undertake a battie 
against the power that @large railroad com- 
pany represents, and the scene of her defiance 
of that power is the best in his play, just as 
it is in Mr. Klein's. But, unfortunately, Mr. 
Peple has placed this defiance in the first 
instead of the third act of his drama, and the 
result is that “ The Love Route "’ runs stead- 
lly down grade, so far as dramatic, values 
are concerned. )

The plot has to do with a young Texas girl 
who has tnherited from her father not only 
aranch but a bitter hatred against a rail- 
road company which wishes to lay ite tracks 
across that property. She has as another 
part of her heritage a feud between her fam- 
ily and that of a neighbor. The railroad de- 
cides to force the matter, tries monetary in- 
ducements, and, these proving unavailing, 
callie to ite aid a young engineer who is am- 
bitious and has a reputation to make, and 
bids him complete the line. The right of way 
will be forfeited in sixty daye and to him is 
riven the task of completing forty miles 
within that period. He gladly undertakes 
the work, but fate, or Mr. Peple, arranges it 
so that he is the son of the neighboring fam- 
fly which is feuding with that of the young 
woman. 

The young people love each other, of 
course, and the entire drama turns on the 
unraveling of this tangle. There is some 
shooting, for the ranch is occupied by cow- 
boys and whenever the stage cowboy is pres- 
ent pistoling is unavoidable. The tangle is 
not exactly unraveled. It is shot out of 
existence. The young man gets punctured by 
one of the cowboys, the feud instantly is for- 
gotten, the girl completes the railroad “ in his 
name,’ and the final curtain falls with the 
two young folks in each other’s arms. 


> 
In the first act comes the first meeting of 
the young girl with the president and di- 
rectors of the railroad company, and the 
climax, despite the oath with which It cul- 
mindtes, is distinctly telling. The audience 


| received it with hearty approval, and with 


reason. 

gut the remaining three acts are less sat- 
isfactory, for Mr. Peple has divided his sym- 
pathetic interest.. In the opening act the 
sympathy is wholly with the girl, for now- 
adays we all love to see a “trust’’ get a 
black eye—that is, any trust to which weare 
unfortunate enough not to belong. 

Could the auditor’s sympathy for the gir! 
be held steady throughout the three other 
acts a play similar in strength to the Klein 
drama might result, but sympathy is 
switched to the young contractor, and thus 
the vitality of the play is lowered. The 
auditor is made to feel that the dramatist 
wants the young girl to lose her case and, 
therefore, her fight against the railroad

In the other three acts Mr. Court- 
ney has little save the regulation hero things 
to do, but these he does well, Miss Tyler 
probably will be able to impart something 
more of earnestness to Allene as she finds 
herself in the réle, and if she does she not 
only will be helping the play but will be doing 
a kindly act to Mr. Peple. 

Miss May has the role of a kitteniah young 
tenderfoot, and the winsomeness of her per- 
sonality enables her to win the liking of 
her audience just for being present. . Miss 
Carthew contributes an effective and neat 
presentment of a little negro girl who is 
both deaf and mute. Mr. Northrop makes 
a handsome cowboy-the one who is re- 
sponsible for most of the shooting that is 
done—and he moves and speaks so as to com- 
mand approval. Mr. Thomas is likable as 
Ball, and Mr. Marlowe ae the big bluff cow- 
puncher, Jim, and Mr. Roberts as the presi- 
dent of the railroad company complete the 
list of principals.

Preparations for Complying with the 
New Meat iInapection Law Are 
Made by Packers, Who Will Design 
Labels—Changes in Sanitation Are 
Noted with Favor by Cabinet Mem- 
ber—-J. Ogden Armour Iesues State- 
ment to Department Heads. 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson 
yesterday paid a personal visit to the pack- 
ing houses at the stockyards. He is on his 
way east, but stopped long enough to inspect 
the plant of Armour & Co, besides taking 
a general survey of existing conditions. 

The secretary went through the meat 
canning, slaughtering, and beef chipping de- 
partments. He expressed satisfaction over 
preparations for observing the new inepec- 
tion law which goes into effect on Oct. 1 
or earlier if the packers are able to make 
necessary charges before that time. 


Wilson Amazed at Changes. 

According to a representative of the pack- 
ere Mr. Wilson expressed amazement over 
the changes in sanitation that have been 
wrought since the publication of the Nelill- 
Reynolds report. 

The packers are busy preparing the new 
labels which have been made necessary) by 
recent legislation.

England is stirred by the fear that the un- 
anointed president of a republic is going to 
do bodily harm to the king’s English. Truc- 
ulent Britons warn him that from a literary 
point of view America is still a province of 
He is called an anarchist 
for bothering people outside his family cir- 
cle with his bad spelling. He is accused of 
being “jellus of Julius Sezer.” All the 
daily papers treat the president with sever- 


bles for him when the weeklies, the Spec- 


view, get after him. 

The amusing thing about this English 
comment is the seriousness of it. Nobody 
in the United States cares whether the pres- 
ident knows how to spell and avoids correct 
- -gpelling as a matter of principle, or honestly 


tion, as the case may be, in which his polit- 
ical principles are held. The public looks 
upon his espousal of spelling reform as a 
personal peculiarity which may be unpleas- 
ant but not important. If he were already 
head of Harvard university, as some of his 
gealous friends wish him to become at some 
future time, he could exert a direct infiu- 
ence upon the spelling of the country, but 
not while he is president of the United 
States. : 

The president’s letters and messages may 
be spelled any way he pleases when they 


They do not reach the public in that form. 


receives through the press its information of 
what the president says. Each printing

It is just as im- 
practicable to build a steamboat to ac- 
commodate al] its passengers with seats 
along the rail as it would be to build a 
theater with nothing. but aisle seats.”

facilities are taken into account. 


THE RAILROAD RATE LAW. 

The railroad rate law goes into effect 
today. ‘The interstate commerce com- 
mission is at liberty to exercise the most 
important right granted by the law, that 
of reducing a rate which it considers un- 
fairly high and prescribing a lower and 
just rate. That is the feature of the law 
which was most hotly debated in con- 
gress, and it is the one which attracted 
the greatest popular attention. It may 
be some time, however, before the com- 
mission attempts to fix a rate, although it 
may soon be importuned by individual 
shippers or by localities to do something 
for their relief. There is a vast amount 
of work to be done before the serious 
question of changing rates is reached. 

, When it is reached the tug pf war will 
come. As regards most features of the 
law, the roads have assumed a compliant 
attitude. Here and there a railroad man, 
like Mr. Baer of the Reading, talks defi- 
antly and says the law is unconstitution- 
al, out and out, and cannot be enforced. 
Most of the reads profess a desire to find 
what construction the interstate com- 
merce commission puts upon the different 
provisions of the act, so that they may 
conform to its interpretation. But it may 
be assumed that whenever the commis- 
sion construes a clause in a way which 
does not suit the roads they will fight its 
construction in the courts unless’ the 
clause is too plain for argument. 
When the commission endéavors - to 
lower a rate the railroad affected will at 
once apply to a court for relief, alleging 
that the rate is unreasonably low, and 
that if It be enforced its property will be 
taken without just compensation. It will 
ask that the rate be not put in operation 
until the courts shal] have heard and de- 
termined the case. If a suspensory order 
shall be granted there will be an oppor 
tunity to learn how long it will take the 
courts to dispose of such cases and how 
much relief the rate fixing provision will 
be likely to give shippers. 

Until the law shall have been tested in 
the crucible of the courts, a proceeding 
which will take some time, there will be 
uncertainty as to the practical value of 
some of its provisions. The Supreme 
court has determined many momentous 
questions by a five to four vote. It may 
be left to the odd man on the bench to 
say how much or how little rigor and 
value there shall be to the railroad rate 
law. 


LET THE CHILDREN STAY. 
Among the excluded classes of immi- 


grants are those who are “ likely to become 


public charges.” There arrived at New 
York last week forty Jewish children whose 
parents were murdered in recent Russian 
massacres. Wealthy New York Jews paid 
for the pdssage of the orphans to this coun- 
try and made arrangements for homes for 
them. The immigration officers say the chil- 
dren should be sent back to the desolation 
and misery from which charitable coreligion- 
iste have endeavored to rescue them. The 
officers have been assured by the men respon- 
sible for their removal! to the United States 
that they will be educated and well cared for 
in all respects, and that they will not become 
dependents. The immigration officers think 
otherwise. 

An appeal has been taken from their de- 
cision, and it is to be hoped that it will be 
successful. The men who have made the 
harsh decision undoubtedly believe that it is 
a proper one. They are trying to do their 
duty. But in thiscase their judgment is bad. 
The children are not likely to become public 
charges. The fact that they are Jewish 
children gives reasonable assurance that 
they will not. The Jews have a habit of 
looking after their own sick, poor, and aged. 
They have their own hospitals and asylums, 
and are independent of state institutions. 
Furthermore, in this particular case there 
are assurances from responsible men that 
the children will not become a burden upon 
any community. 

If the immigration law clearly barred out 
these Jewish refugees, then, cruel as it 
might seem to shut the door against children 
rescued from that inferno for Jews—Rus- 
sia—it would have to be done. No officer 
can override a positive law. If they had 
any of the infectious diseases which are 
cause for the rejection of immigrants they 
would have to be sent back. They would 
have to find homes in some other country 
than this. But it is in the discretion of the 
higher authorities at Washington to hold

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WHERE DO IMMIGRANTS GO? 


A great many statements pass current be- 
cause no one takes the trouble to find ont 
how far they are true. Prof. Walter F. 
Willcox examines in the last number of the 
Quarterly Journal of Economics some com- 
mon beliefs about the distribution of immi- 
grants in the United States, and finds them 


by such high authorities as the census 
bureau and a committee of the United States 
senate, that the foreign born population of 
the United States has a stronger tendency 
toward cities than the native population: 
that this tendency has increased of late, and 
is especially strong among the illiterate. 
The president in messages to congress has 
recommended careful study of the problem 
of distribution of immigrants. According 
to Prof. Willcox there is no reason to worry. 

In the first place, it is pointed out that in 
order to get a fair idea of the relative per- 
centages of foreign born inhabitants in city 
and country it is necessary to exclude the 


i 


southern states, because there the popula- 
tion is almost wholly rural and also almost 
wholly native born. By including the south 
the disproportion between urban and rural 


fallacious. It has been said repeatedly, even: 


foreign born population is made more glar. 
ing than if the observations are confined to 
those portions of the country where the for- 
eigners actually live. 

Taking the north and the west, it appears 
that the urban foreign born population is 
about two and one-half times as large as the 


rural. But if attention is paid tothe recent 


aa 


ni only it is found =. in twenty- 
five of the thirty-seven states which have at 


east one large city each the immigrants in 


the country exceed those in the city. In 
Pennsylvania, for instance, of the immi- 
grants who have been here less than one year 
more than four-sevenths live in smail towns 
or in the country. The large proportion in 
the north and west as a whole is due to the 
fact that the central distributing points for 
immigrants are large cities. Prof. Willcox 
points out that more native Americans ar- 
rivé, that is to say are born, in the country 
than in the city, and that they necessarily 
spend several years in the country before 
going to the city. The immigrants arrive 
exclusively in large cities, and, although 
many of them go to the country, they may 
linger for some time in one or another of the 
cities. But there is no greater tendency of 
immigrants to cling to the cities than of the 


natives to seek the cities. The proportion | 


remains substantially the same from census 
to census. 

Statisties of illiteracy show the opposite 
of what has been believed, and are more in 
harmony with universal findings. In the 
case of the illiterates here, as in Europe, the 
proportion is greater in the country. The 
workman who cannot read or write finds a 
field for his labor on farms and railroads 
and in mines rather thaninthecity. If the 
contrary has been exhibited by earlier re- 
ports it is because the total number unable 
to read and write has been considered, and 
this number included children. None of the 
twelve cities in New York state having more 
than 25,000 inhabitants shows a higher per 
centage of illiteracy among foreign born 
white inhabitants 10 years old or older than 
is found in the country. Inoneof the cities 
the percentage of illiteracy is only about 
one-half what is found in the country dis- 
tricts. The belief that the cities are pass- 
ing into the hands of foreigners is not justi- 
fied, and the dread of illiteracy is proved 
groundless. It is all a mistake in book- 
keeping.

Bertora was a Corsican, a clerk in the 
“cabinet noir’’—that je to say, of the 
department of the general postoffice at 
Paris where letters addressed to and 


written by prominent personages were 


secretly opened and their contents noted 
before being allowed to proceed to their 
destination. While there he attracted the 
attention of Count Bacchiocchi, who was the 
confidential chamberlain of Napoleon IIL 
and the organizer of all that monarch’s ex- 
cursione into the “ pays du tendre.” ‘There 
is probably not a single intrigue of Emperor 
Napoleon with the fair sex in which Bac- 
chiocchi did not play a role, and assuredly 
there was no mam at the court of the Tuil- 
eries whose reputation was of a more tgnoble 
character in this connection than that of 
this “ ministre des plaisirs de sa majeste ""— 
the title which, half im jest and half in 
earnest, used to be accorded to him in those 
days. He took Bertora from the postoffice 
into his employ as his confidential clerk and 
factotum, and it was to him that was as- 
signed all of that work which was too un- 
savory even for Count Bacchiocchi to touch.

In this way Bertora came into the pos- 
session of all sorts of damaging secrets, and, 
thanks to this, developed into a personage 
of some conelderable influence at the Tuil- 
eries. Of this influence he availed himself to 
secure the reluctant sanction of Napoleon ITI. 
to the establishment by old Francois Blanc 
of the great gambling hell at Monte Carlo. 
For it must thoroughly be understood that 
the emperor gave his written sanction to the 
contract between Francois Blanc and the 
late prince of Monaco. Had he withheld his 
consent the contract would have remained a 
dead letter and the Monte Carlo gambling 
establishment would have remained still- 
born.

Blane showed himself grateful to Bertora 
and took him into his employ. Im fact, he be- 
came, after the fall of the empire, the fac- 
totum of the Blanc family, as he had been 
of Count Bacchiocch!, and devoted himself 
more particularly to the service of old Mme. 
Blanc. When she became a widow he moved 
heaven and earth to marry her, and, know- 
ing her weakness for nobillary honors, se- 
cured the title of count—not from the vat- 
fean, as has been wrongly asserted, but 
from the prince of Monaco. Mme. Blanc, 
however, wanted something better, and was 
on the point of contracting a marriage with 
Prince Benjamin Rohan, which would have 
had the rewuit of turning Bertora out into 
the cold, when she suddenly died in a mys- 
terious fashion: It was found that she had 
bequeathed a considerable amount of money 
to Bertora, with whom her intimacy wae so 
great that he was wont to call her by her 
Christian name.

Bertora knew too much about the Blanc 
family to admit. of their disputing the be- 
quests made to him by the old woman, nor 
could they afford to let him go, and accord- 
ingly he was left as one of the triumvirate 
managing the gambling establishmen. at 
Monte Carlo, and was more particularly em- 
ployed to look after the Interests of Prince 
Conmetantine Radziwill and Roland Bona- 
parte, each of whom had married one of Mme, 
Blanc’s daughters. This enabled Radziwill 
and his Bonaparte brother-in-law to affect 
mot merely entire ignorance of the Monte 
Carlo establishment but even to deny their 
connection, direct or indirect, therewith. 

In his younger days Bertora was distin- 
guished by a certain sort of vulgar and stal- 
wart comeliness, which won for him the 
name of “ Le Bel Antoine’’ and which was 
accountable for the favor which he ac- 
quired in the eyes of old Mme. Blanc. As he 
advanced in years he acquired the air ofa 
distinguished looking old gentleman, and had 
it not been for his telltale eyes it would have 
been difficult to realize that the courtly old 
Count Bertora had anything in common with 
the ignoble “ Bel Antoine ’’ of earlier days. 

Bertora is generally understood to have 
been the author of that bureau of informa- 
tion at Monte Carlo which not only enables 
the management of the gambling establish- 
ment to obtain immedtate data reepecting 
the resources of foreigners visiting the 
Riviera, but which likewise employs people 
to induce these strangers to visit the Ca- 
sino by insidious stories of the ease with 
which money is won at the tables.

Inasmuch as the selecton of the “ black 
pope ’’—that is to say, of the new general of 
the order of the Jesufts—takes place a few 
days hence at Rome, it may be timely to 
state that the conclave is run much on the 
same lines as that for the electton of the

The next morning they will meet and will 
proceed to the first ballot, or “ scrutiny.”’ 
Second, third, and even fourth ballots may 
follow till the favorite candidate has re- 
ceived the two-thirds of the votes which are 
requisite to his election.. When the election 


has duly been completed all present will do 


obeisance to the new “black pope,’””’ who 
will immediately assume the office of presi- 
dent of the conclave and transform the latter 
into a congress for the discussion and de- 
cision of questions affecting the welfare of 
the order. 

For more than 300 years the successors of 
St. Peter have all been Italians, the majority 
of cardinals having designedly and steadily 
been recruited from that nationality so as to 
render the election of @ non-ItaHan as 
“ white pope ” an impossibility. No such de- 
sign dominates the election of the “ black 
pope.” In fact, the founder of the order. 
St. Ignatius of Loyola, himself a Spaniard, 
has had but two successors of his own na- 
tionality, all the others having been chosen 
from one or another of the Buropean states.

for her son's house and her daughter’s. And 
now she is filling with her handiwork a wed-~- 
ding chest for Bisie, her namesake of the 
second generation. 

Grandmother has sewed on long white 
seams ever since she can remember. When 
she was a little girl no woman child escaped 
an hour’s daily stint of sewing. There was 
a systematic course of training with the 
needle, including samplers, patchwork, quilt- 
ing, and every conceivable kind of prepara- 
tion in the womanly art. But whatever 
other kind of work might be pushed in as 
a task for her, there was always on hand, 
waiting for attention, a plentiful supply of 
long white seams. 

Usually in those days of big four poster 
beds the linen sheets had such interminable 
seams that little Elsie, thinking of the other 
children of the neighborhood, who were play- 
ing house or hopscotch or chasing butterflies 
among the honeysuckles, or gathering fra- 
grant sprays of traveler’s joy, was almost 
certain she would never finish her allotted 
work and gain her right to play.

EYE STRAIN AND CIVILIZATION. 
{From the New York Times.) 

Many persons, when they see the mul- 
tiplication of bespectacled school children, 
are apt to conclude that the eyes of the race 
are degenerating. Civilization, it is said, is 
responsible for the evil. We read too much, 
we use our eyes in ways that are “ con- 
trary to the order of naturé,”’ and we suffer 
the penalty. Did not Andrew Lang declare 
sometime ago that ‘“‘man was not born to 
read?”’ 

It is reassuring to learn from Dr. C. W. 
Saleeby, the Spencerian interpreter and pop- 
ular English writer on scientific and philo- 
sophical subjects, that the talk of eye de- 
generation is “ undiluted nonsense.”’ It is 
not, he learnedly explains, a question of de- 
generation, but of a radical change of func- 
tion, ef necessary adaptation to the needs of 
a different environment. It is literally true 
that “man was not born to read.” The eye 
of the “ natural’’ or uncivilized man is 
** focused upon eternity ’’—let the symbolists 
note this fact. The original man is long- 
sighted. “The eye which we have Inherited 
from our ancestors,’’ says Dr. Saleeby, “is 
one which is used without effort at long 
range, merely containing within it an ap- 
paratus enabling it, at the cost of nervous 
and muscular effort, to be used at short 
range.”” But every known civilization in- 
volves reading and writing—that is, the con- 
stant use of the eye at short es 
hence the need of appropriate glasses.

I have specified the relations between Rus- 
sia and Servia during the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

and the other that nelther Austria-Hungary 
nor Russia should interfere with the inter- 
nal affairs of the Balkan states.

The return of King Milan 8 Servia seri- 
ously alarmed not only the Pansilavonic but 
also official Russia. Nonofficial Panslavonic 
Russia feared that Milan, the personification 
of anti-Panslavonism, would try naturally to 
displace Panslavonic ideals by exclusively 
Servian ideals. Instead of preparing the Ser- 
vians for a union with Russia he would con- 
centrate their energy to the realization of 
what he called “‘ the Servian idea,” the for- 
mation of a great, strong, and really inde- 
pendent Servian empire. Official Russia 
knew that the sympathies of King Milan 
were with Austria-Hungary and his antipa- 
thies with Russia. They feared that he 
would be the willing tool of Austria-Hungary, 
her willing agent in everything that could 
disturb Russian policy in the Balkans.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


A prominent exporter Says that the wheat 
Sales made thus far to foreign countries have 
been far below the expectations of exporting 
houses, which, early in the seagon, were en- 
couraged to believe that there would be a 
Steady demand throughout the year for our 
wheat. Itis estimated that total sales made 
®0 far on this crop for foreign shipment will 
rot exceed 25,000,000 bu for current and *gJe- 
ferred shipments. Of this amount approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 bu has been No. 2 red, '10.- 
000,000 bu hard winter from the southwest, 
and 10,000,000 bu durum wheat. For a time, 
when the market here was declining rapidly, 
£00d sales were made nearly every day, but 
since the market has steadied bids have been 
out of line, and few sales have been made for 
more than a week. This has proved a sur- 
prise to the exporters, as they were of the be- 
lief that any signs of steadiness in this mar- 
ket would induce foreigners to buy freely. A 
feature of the trade which is not liked by 
shippers is the fact that most of the orders re- 
ceived specify that the quantity taken shall 
be spread out over September, October, No- 
vember, and December shipment. This indi- 
cates. that European buyers are not at all 
anxious for our wheat.. The exporter quoted 
Said that there has been an astonishing re- 
versal in the tone of their Tuesian advices, 
houses with branches in that country which 
a few weeks ago were sending out messages 
to the effect that crop prospects were se- 
riouSly impaired now cable that the crop is 
all right, and that Russian wheat is being 
offered in European markets of better quality 
than our wheat of the same grades, and de- 
cidedly cheaper; and that shipments from 
Russia and other eastern Eurpean countries 
will show a steady increase. 


The demand for corn from the east the 
last few days has been quite sharp and sales 
have beem heavy, aggregating 650,000 bu not 
previously reported since Friday night. 
Sales have been principally of No. 8 for ship- 
ment up to the 15th of September at 1c over 
September free on board. _Prices weré un- 
changed to %c better.

This Time Interests Allied with the 
Subway Are Credited with Trying 
to Get Control—Big Increase in 
Blast Furnace Capacity Points to 
Future Slump in Market—San Fran- 
cisco Banke Show Gain in Clear- 
ings—Rallway Earnings. 


ooo } Again there are rumors of possible pur- 


chasers for the Chicago Edison company. 
This time it is the interests allied with the 
Chicago Subway company. It could not be 
learned yesterday that anything definite in 
the way of negotiations had been undertaken, 

The Edison company furnishes the current 
for the tunnel company, but it also furnishes 
current to two of the elevated roads and one 
of the surface lines. In any general plan 
looking toward enlargement or consolidation 
of the street railroad interests the Edison 
company ts usually considered as a possible 
purchase. Since the abandonment of steam 
power in the operation of cars the Edison 
company, with its unusual facilities, has fig- 
ured as a necessary part of large plans. 

A few years ago when the Union Traction 
company was organized it was proposed to 
buy the Edison company, but the deal fell 
through. The plans of Blair & Co., in the 
consolidation first of the elevated railroads 
and subsequently a unification of all the 
transportation companies here, contemplate 
also the absorption of the Edison company. 
It is not known what possible objects the 
Chicago Subway crowd may have ahead, but 
that control of the Edison company might be 
considered desirable is not improbable. The 
stock of the Edison company was not influ- 
enced yesterday by the New York rumors. 


Money Movements. 

Since last Friday the New York subtreas- 
ury has gained $1,135,000 from the banks. It 
transferred to St. Louis $250,000 and a like 
amount to San Francisco. 

Brown Bros. &*Co. announced the engage- 
ment of $750,000 Australian gold. The gold 
which arrived in London went to the Bank of 
England and the continent. New York bid- 
ders, if there were any, failed to make en- 
gagements. A few days ago, however, the 


London was regarded as a bull point since it 
was predicted New York would get it all. 


Pig Iron Prices, Present and Future. 

Speaking of the pig iron market the Wall 
Street Journal says: 

“The new blest furnaces being built are 
adding to pig irom production at the rate of 
more than three-quarters of a million tons 
each half year. The addition made in ‘the 
firet half of this year, amounting to a rated 
capacity of 880.000 tons, has not been fglt 


have had to be rei:ned. But it will be felt 
later in the year, ae will the new capacity 
to come in. 

“ Pig irom production in 1305 was 23,000,000 
tons. At the beginning of this year it was 
made at the rate of 25,000,000 tons. By Julyl 
of next year the country will be ableto make 
not less than 27,400,000 tons. With the prese- 
ent temporary scarcity over and furnaces in 
good working order the industry will have 
to find a demand for 4,400,000 tons more than 
it did in 1905, although that was a year of 
phenomenal demand, taking 5,000 tons more 
pig iron than in any previous year. 

“After the excitement of this present 
scarcity and advance, which will be some 
time in the spring of next year, the iron 
trade will begin to take thought to itself, 
ard unless there be a miraculous increase in 
demand the delcine in enthusiasm will begin 
about the commencement of the second quar- 
ter. Predictions are always uncertain with 
the iron trade, but the presem one can be 
made with more confidence tian ‘sual. The 
decline, once started, will run «@ course some- 
thing tke that which started in th: fall of 
1908, being, however, possible of prolonga- 
tion om account of the following being a 
presidential year.” 


Gain in Frisco Clearings. 

Clearings of the San Francisco’ banks make 
an unexpected exhibit In that they are now 
showing increases at a relatively large rate 
per cent compared with the corresponding 
period last year.
